The intended wife of Bodenburg, a
young girl npamed Kerper, from near Altoo-
ne, visited him in :he evening, and an af-
fecting scene was witnessed as the parties
took a final leave of each other. Bhe also
conversed with Bohner, and implored him
to tell the truth and saye Bodenburs
Bohner merely replied to her, in substance
that they had lived together and they
would have to die together.

This moruing, the last on earth for the
doomed men, we visited them sbout 8%
o’clock. Inaaswer to our inquiry, 8810
how he felt, Bodenburg said ‘‘not good,”
aund he said he bad passed a restleas night,
and had not slept any.
